French infantry co-operated in an ac- 
tion north of the Somme, in front ,of 
Guillemont and Maurepas. 


For the last few days the one word 
on everybody's tongue has been "vis- 
ibility," which has come into imiversal 
use since Admiral Jellicoe's first fleet 
dispatches. 
Formally 
artillerymen 
epoke of good and bad light. 
Persist- 
ent bad light or low visibility, which 
did not permit the gunners to register 
their targets, had delayed any import- 
ant 
infantry 
action. 
Yesterdaj' thè 
light became better as the heat giew 
tropic, and offensive operations 
were 
renewed. 


Gennaii Force Increases. 


Every day the Germans have been 
increasing the number of guns and men 
in the 
Guillemont 
sector, 
which is 
Rmong the last portions of high ground 
they. hold. 
By prisoners taken; 
ten 
German battalions or ten thousand men, 
have been identified on a front of 2,000 
yards, where the Germans are still in 
their old second line fortifications, with 
maze trenches and deep dugouts built 
long ago and strengthened since the of- 
fensive began. 
The Germans appear to 
regard this sector of critical importance 
cince the British broke the second line 
on the adjoining front for a length of 
two miles on July 14. 
Part of the 
British attack struck from the bloody 
Troneg wood and the other part on the 
flank, while the Germans tried to man 
machine guns, as usual, after a British 
bombardnment. 
The Germans resisted 
the British bitterly, fighting under the 
broiling sun as if every inch of ground 
was precious. 


^ Hand-to-Hand, Hide-and-Seek. 


The British got possession of the rail- 
road station, which they had reached 
in a previous attack, and this time, ac- 
cording to last reports, was still hold- 
ing it. 
Some of the attackers got into 
Guillemont 
and 
reached 
the 
church, 
where the Germans, swarming in dug- 
outs, outnumbered the advance party, 
which fought against the foe on all 
sides. 
It was one of those hand-to- 
hand and hide-and-seek conflicts in the 
village ruins of indescribable ferocity. 
The British had to retire from the edge 
of Guillemont, but made good a con- 
siderable 
advance 
southward on the 
flank of the town, where, through the 
hot night fighting, continued to main- 
tain their gain. 


Perspiration 
made 
white 
water 
courses in the men's faces today and 
their eyes looked out through masks so 
thick ibhat their 
faces seemed to be 
covered with some kind of armor. Mo- 
tor trucks passed 
like 
phantoms in 
thick clotids on the roads. 


Gunners, stripped to their skin, kept 
on serving their guns at top speed. 
Breathing came hard in the mixture of 
dust and shell smoke. 


Soliders who reached Guillemont speak 
of the fearful carnage among the Ger- 
mans from the British gun fire, owing 
to the masses of Germans concentrated 
under the British bombardment before 
the infantry attacks. 
They said they 
could hear the moans of the German 
wounded for water above the bombing 
and rifle and machine gim fire. 


With the news of the shooting of 
Captain Fryatt fresh in their minds, 
the British went into the charge in a 
fury, swearing they would avenge his 
death.

Clyde Stratton, Noted Con 
vict, Escapes Joliet 
Penitentiary. 
HE ONCE CRAWLED 
WAY THROUGH SEWER 
Prison Bars Seem Unable 
to Hold Graduate of 
Purdue. 


Chicago, July 
31.—Clyde 
Stratton, 
noted convict, and two other prisonera 
are at liberty 
today, having 
escaped 
from the Illinois penitentiary at Joliet 
last night according to a telegram re- 
ceived by the Chicago detective bureau. 
It was the sixth 
time 
Stratton 
had 
broken out of some pi'ison in a com- 
paratively short criminal career, 
^^"m. 
A. Hart and Wm. McGlade, the other 
two to escape, were serving iife sen- 
tences for murder. 


The fact that the men were gone was 
not discovered until last night wheu the 
guards checked up the prisoners, who 
have been allowed the freedom of the 
corridors in the cell house until 9 o'clock 
during the hot w^eather. 


Stratton is the convict who «scaped 
from the Leavenworth, Kas., prison by 
crawling a mile through a sewer. Tour 
times before that he had proved the 
futility of prison bars. 
This time he 
was serving a fourteen-year sentence for 
the murder of a banker of Silvia, 111. 
Previous to his confinement at Leaven- 
worth Stratton twice escaped from the 
Ohio penitentiary. 
The manner of the 
escape from Joliet was still a mystery 
early today.

to Divine help by

powerful 
means of your Innocence, hoping that 
the prodigy of the Son of Hagar might 
be renewed."

ton, who escaped from the Illinois pen- 
itentiary last night, is a graduate ot 
Purdue university and was a student 
there when the Purdue football special 
was 
wrecked 
in Indianapolis

years ago. 
Stratton was sent to the 
federal prison at 
Leavenworth, 
Kan., 
from Indianapolis. 
While confined in 
the jail here awaiting sentence for being 
implicated in a postofflce robbery he 
made an unsuccessful attempt to es- 
cape by using electricity to cut through 
the steel floor in the jail. 
Later he di- 
rected the repair work on the 
floor. 
He bragged about his successful escapes 
^om prison and said that he was anx- 
ious to try to escape from the federal 
prison. 
Stratton said the possibility of 
escape from prison added a zest to the 
sentence which he enjoyed. 
He has at 
times told his guards he would make an 
attempt to escape on a certain date, 
and once in Ohio did gain his liberty 
as he planned. 
One of his favorite 
methods IS to gai'n access to the sewers 
and get out that way. He admits Strat- 
ton is a fictitious name, but refuses to 
divulge his identitv.

freight car and landed near a building 
which fell upon him. 


The Jersey City police today added to 
the list of dead, Cornelius J. Leyden, 
chief of the Lehigh Valley railroad po- 
lice, who has been missing since the ex- 
plosion occurred. 


Mackenzie's Estimate. 
At least $10.000,000, probably |15,- 
000,000 damage was caused by the de- 
struction of thirteen of the eighteen 
warehouses of* the National 
Storage 
company in Jersey 
City, 
Edmund L. 
Mackenzie stated today. 
This loss is 
amply covered by insurance. 


"It would be mere guess work to 
estimate tho damage now," Mr. Mac- 
kenzie said, "but it was at least ten 
million dollars, very likely much more." 


The damaged goods included 30,000 
tons of raw sugar valued at between 
$3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 
and 
24.000 
bales of tobacco. 


On consignments oif munitions and 
other supplies going to France, loss 
will fall on insurance companies, ow- 
ing to the fact that policies issued to 
the French government 
cover 
ship- 
ments from the beginning of the trip 
until delivery. 
English shipments are 
Insured only "in water side" in New 
York, while in the case of shipments to 
Russia, policies are written both ways. 


Railroad Issues Statement. 
A statement issued late j'esterday by 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad company, 
after a conference between heads of all 
departments here, said: 


"Thirteen 
brick 
storage 
warehouses 
out of twenty-four owned and operated 
by the National Storage company, and 
six piers owned by the storage company 
and leased by the Lehigh Valley rail- 
road, were destroyed. 
Several others 
of the brick warehouses were badly 
damaged and some minor damage was 
done to the Lehigh Valley grain ele- 
vators. In addition, as far as is known, 
eighty-five loaded cars were destroyed. 


"According to the evidence obtained 
by officials of the railroad company, the 
fire started at 1:0.5 yesterday morning 
in a barge belonging to an independent 
towing company, which had been moor- 
ed alongside the railroad 
comiony's. 
dock expressly against orders. 


"M. T. Henley, night general yard- 
master for the New York division of the 
Lehigh Valley railroad, was on tlie pier 
when the fire started. 
He said the ex- 
plosion, which occurred at 2:08. was in 
the barge where the fire started. 


Seeks to Remove Cars. 
Mr. Henley's first thought was to re- 
move the loaded cars on the pier from 
the danger zone. He safd that when he 
reached the end of the pier the barge 
was burning fiercely all over and the 
fire was beginning to communicate it- 
self to some of the cars nearest the 
barge. 


Two long cuts of cars were success- 
fully removed from the danger zone be- 
fore the rapidly spreading fire engulfed 
the balance. 
It has not as yet been 
definitely 
determined 
just what the 
money loss will be. 
About 40,000 tons 
of raw material, valued at 
approxi- 
mately $3,400,000, is known to be lost. 
It is believed that the other contents of 
the warehouses destroyed will greatly 
increase this amoimt. 
There were no 
explosives stored 
in 
the warehouses. 
Two of the cars destroyed w^re loaded 
with shrapnel, which would not have 
been a source of danger but for outside 
fire. 
The other cars destroyed 
were 
loaded principally with salt and pork. 


The scene of the explosion and fire is 
in no way adjacent to the main passen- 
ger and freight terminals of the Lehigh 
Valley railroad, either at New York or 
Jerse.y City, and the mishap will not 
interfere with the operation of busi- 
ness. 


Much Raw Sugar Burned. 


Edmund L. MacKenzie. president of 
the National Storage company, declared 
that the plant of his concern was valued 
at $7,000,000, while the contents of the 
warehouses probably were worth $10.- 
000,000. 
One of the warehouses which 
remains intact, he said, is filled 
Avith 
chemicals. 
Beside the great quantity 
of raw sugar burned, there Avere 24,000 
bales of tobacco, much matting from 
China and Japan and other merchandise. 
The loss to his company and the rail- 
road, Mr. MacKenzie said, was partly 
covered by insurance. 


"As far as I have been able to ascer- 
tain,'after a personal 
investigation," 
said Mr. MacKenzie. "there apparently 
has not been a great loss of life. This 
un^oubtedlv was due' to the fact that 
few persons live 
in 
tlie immediate 
vicinity of our plant. 
There were, of 
course, a number of private watchmen 
and firemen on the ground at the time, 
but all of these, except two, have been 
accounted for."

Thirty Thousand Employes^' 
to Share New System of 
Swift & Co, 


Chicago, July 31.—Swift and com- 
pany announced 
today that It had 
established a pension fund for its em- 
ployes with a foundation of $2,000,- 
000. 
The fund, the accumulation of 
six years, will benefit employes of the 
company throughout the country-. 
It 
Is stated that more than 30,000 men 
and women are eligible to come under 
its provisions. 


One of its features is that employes 
do not contribute to it, the company 
furnishing all the money necessary to 
pay pensions. 
In this connection, the 
company says it expects to be called 
upon to pay $400,000 a year in addition 
to the income from the fund, in order 
to meet the demands. 
Pensions are 
limited to a minimum of $240 and a 
maximum'of $5,000 a year. In Chicago 
alone 8,000 persons will come under 
the plan as outlined. A pension board 
has been organized consisting of ftv« 
members who are officers or employes 
of Swift and company.

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What Other Course? 


It appears to be the generally accepted opinion that during the 
campaign spell-binding that is shortly to begin reverberating from 
one end of the eoiintry to the other, republican orators from Mr. 
Hughes down to the minor satellite whose fame has not spread beyond 
the confines of his own neighborhood, will fulminate ferociously 
-against the president's course in dealing with the Mexican problem, 
Mr. Wilson's political opponents have already, in party platforms, in- 
dulged themselves in sharp criticism of his course as regards the 
southern republic. With rare consistency he has been roundly con- 
demned for everything he has done—for refusing to tolerate Huerta, 
for the Vera Cruz incident, for permitting the export of munitions of 
war, for paying any heed whatever to the the revolutionary factions 
there, for finally recognizing Carranza, for sending the Pershing 
column into Mexico in pursuit of Villa after the Columbus raid, for 
Bending the national guardsmen to the border, and finally for keeping 
them there. Without an exception every step Mr. Wilson has taken 
has been denounced as wrong, weak, vacillating, blundering and all 
but intolerable. Within the week Senator Fall, of New Mexico, has 
paid a visit to Mr. Hughes during the preparation of the latter's 
address of acceptance, and it is given out that the purpose of the New 
Mexico statesman was to supply Mr. ilughes with further ammunition 
for the big guns which Mr. Hughes purposes turning on the presi- 
ileut's policy with reference to Mexico. 


Now a performance of this sort is never difficult. Few things are 
more easily done than complaining. The ability to kick is .by no 
means an exceptional accomplishment, but to command serious atten- 
tion and any degree of respect it must be constructive as well as de- 
structive. Let it be hoped that when the vociferous critics of the pres- 
ident's policy toward Mexico get into action they will not ask the 
public to go to the length of accepting mere denunciation as finally 
disposing of the Wilson policy for good and all. Let them define pre- 
cisely what shoulct have been done instead of what has been done. 
iWill they go to the length of declaring that the president should have 
insisted on armed and general intervention in Mexico—which is but 
another name for actual war in this instance ? Will they protest that 
long ago our troops should have undertaken the task of forcibly seiz- 
ing that country and maintaining order there at the cost of uncounted 
thousands of lives of American young men? Will they urge that Mr. 
[Wilsn has blundered because he refused, even in the face of tre- 
mendous provocation, to countenance wholesale sacrifice of Americau 
citizen soldiery so long as there remains the hope of avoiding that 
sort of thing? Will they insist that Mr. Wilson should have assumed 
through an uncertain number of years the policing of that turbulent 
land after it had been conquered to the extent of subduing every rami- 
fication of faction tliere? We trust Mr. Wilson's foes will be defin- 
itely constructive in their criticism . The fact remains that the prefii- 
d m t has thus far kept us out of war. What other course would they 
have had him pursue? 


There is now a proposal that the board of tariff experts to be 
created by the pending revenue bill be sent abroa,d to make observa- 
tions of industrial conditions and gather information that may be of 
yalue to it in determining its tariff recommendations for the United 
States. The president is said to be favorably inclined to the plan, 
though expressing some doubt as to the practicability of observations 
made under the disturbed conditions abroad as a result of the war. 
There must, indeed, be thorough research before action if we are to 
get from the tariff commission idea the practical good that is hoped 
for.it—and information gathered in industrial centers is likely to be 
much more valuable than that harvested in the political headquarters 
of one party or another. The proposed change of source from which 
both information and inspiration are to be drawn in framing tariff 
bills has at least somewhat of promise in it. It cannot possibly be any 
more unsatisfactory than the old way has proven. 


The jury in the circuit court at Muncie which for some weeks 
devoted itself to hearing evidence in the case in which Mayor Rollin 
Bunch was accused of conspiracy and the acceptance of bribes under 
which lawlessness was given license, has been unable to agree upon a 
verdict and a mis-trial is the result. There is said to be at Muncie 
a popular belief that the case will never be brought to retrial; that 
the failure to convict the mayor makes it extremely doubtful if the 
charges can be substantiated before any subsequent jury.

OUR GREAT TRADE BALANCE. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 
Familiarity with the fact that the 
war is costing Great Britain, for in- 
stance, over $25,000,000 a day, and 
the other powers in proportion, with a 
total expenditure for England to date 
of nearly 15 billions, has given us a 
better grasp on totals running into ten 
figures. 
Billions, in fact, have become 
commonplace, although the time is not 
so remote when a billion-dollar con- 
gress or country seemed almost as fabu- 
lous as a billion and a half corporation 
did later. 


So when the government report an- 
nounces tliat our foreign trade for the 
year ended June 30 amoimted to over 
six and one-half 
billions we have a 
fairly clear idea of what it means. That 
is nearly $18,000,000 a day. We ex- 
ported nearly four and one-half billions' 
worth, as against a billion and a half 
the previous year. 
Our 4mports also 
were the greatest in our history, about 
two and one-fifth billions, 
leaving a 
trade balance in our favor of well over 
two billion dollars, double that of the 
year before and fotu- times that of 1914. 
In other words, our trade balance has 
been piling up at a rate of $6,000,000 a 
day. 


Our exports last year exceeded the an- 
nual average from 1911 to 1914 by 
more than two billions, and our imports 
were nearly lialf a billion more than 
the annual average in tljat period. 


While Europe is spending billions in 
destructive warfare, we, too, are deal- 
ing in billions—but constructive billions. 
We, too, have our daily millions coming 
in—not going out. And this is but a 
fraction of our total trade; our own 
great domestic market, the finest in the 
world, furnishing such a demand that 
our manufacturers have little capacity 
to spare for foreign orders.

Weeds, the 
outlaws of the botanical 
kingdom, were again the cause for the 
array of respected citizens who mingled 
with the docketed, social misfits in police 
court Monday. Twenty-eight weed cases 
were taken up. Nobody has been fined 
as yet. 


Since the first list of affidavits against 
those who "tolerate rank vegetation on 
iueir premises" were served last Satur- 
day, Judge Kerr has heard little besides 
"weed talk," the city attorney has given 
his time to discussing weeds, police have 
conversed over the telephone 
for hours 
about the noxious 
plants and several 
•workmen have been nearly prostrated by 
the heat in cutting weeds. 


Five citizens of the twenty 
reported 
last Saturday are supposed to be fined 
because they have not 
reported that 
weeds have been cut on their lots since 
the warrant was read to them. A^'ho are 
the five? The court is not sure. 
Sev- 
eral people telephoned to police that they 
had slaughtered all weeds on tlieir prop- 
erty and police are not sure of the 
names. 
An. investigation will be made 
and the city attoriiey will ask that the 
five delinquent 
citizen? be fined il he 
learns that 
they 
have not performed 
their obligations yet« 


Eight new affidavits were introduced 
Monday 
morning. 
Most of the people 
concerned say that their weeds were cut 
Saturday. 


Peter Hamilton, 
¿018 Hanna street, 
who owns nine lots and who has lived 
on his property for 50 years was one of 
the men to appear Monday morning. 


"I have no weeds on my lots. 
I am 
raising a crop of the finest potatoes in 
town on my vacant properties. Whoever 
reported me does not know weeds from 
potatoes," Hamilton told the court. 


Hamilton and his wife spend much of 
their time hoeing their patches of pota- 
toes, of which they are \erj proud, and 
weeds are their worst enemies. The case 
against Hamilton was dismissed. 


Police say that names of people who 
are dead and have 
been dead several 
years have been turned in over the tele- 
phone as being property owners who are 
allowing weeds to grow. 


Nicholas Happ, who owns property on 
Winter street and which he rents out, 
objected to having to cut his weeds. He 
argued that his renter should be made to 
cut them. The court ordered him to see 
that the weeds were cut before Tues- 
day. 


Several times while court was in ses- 
sion Judge Kerr would be interrupted by 
notes delivered to his desk by boys. Kerr 
opened envelope after envelope. He al- 
ways smiled as he ordered proceedings to 
go on. 
The smile meant that the sub- 


ject of the note was "Dear Judge, weeds 
are cut."

Washington. 1). C.. July 31—On the 
basis of population, every resident add- 
ed to the American nation when Uncle 
Sam pays $25,000,000 for the Danish 
West Indies will 
cost 
$757.50. 
The 
population is 33,000. 


The land will cost $138,880 per square 
mile, or $217 an acre. 


Alaska cost us less than one-third the 
price it is proposed to pay for the Dan- 
ish isles, and Uncle Sam paid $20,- 
000,000 for the Philippines. 


Strategic value in relation to the 
Panama canal makes the islands worth 
fully $217 an acre, Washington figures. 


They lie within sight of Porto Rico, 
and if any European nation should get 
them as a result of the European war 
they would constitute a menace to the 
canal and to American hegemony in 
the Caribbean. 


The islands, since their discoverj' by 
Columbus, 
have 
been 
successively 
Spanish, French, Maltese, French and 
Danish. 


The 33,000 inhabitants are mostly ne- 
groes who grow sugar cane. 


The names of the three islands are 
St. Thomas, St. Croix and St. John. 


Charlotte Amelie, on St. Thomas, is 
the principal port, but the capital is 
Christiansted, on St. Croix, the largest 
island. 


A majority of the natives are said 


to favor purchase by the United States. 
Denmark is too busy at home to pay 
much attention to the island colony. 


English 
is 
generally spoken, and 
United States money passes at face 
value. 
But for Danish flags and offi • 
cials, you'd never know you were in a 
Danish colony. 


Business is dull now, 
the 
export 
trade that made St. Thomas rich hav- 
ing long passed away. Bay rum is now 
the only export. 


The laborers once lived by coaling 
ships. 
They carried the fuel aboard in 
great baskets 
on 
their 
heads, 
100 
pounds to a basket. 


Native labor received a blow ^^en 
the Danish West India company built 
an electric coal dock costing $1,500,000, 
where most coal now is handled auto- 
matically. Tying up of Hamburg-Amer- 
ican ships by the war finished the blow. 
So now the natives are jobless and 
their purchasing power small. 


Residents are moving to Santo Do- 
mingo and Haiti, the negro republics. 
Still, people dress and live better in St. 
Tihomas, at least, than in most other 
West Indian islets. 


Thefts are almost unknown, 
and 


drunkenness rare, although there are 
no prohibition laws. 


The 
natives' 
only 
opposition 
to 
United States purchase is their fear 
of losing "free port" advantages, un- 
der which they 
Import 
practically 
everything at 6 per cent advalorem 
duty. 


In 1868 the people of St. Tiiomas 
and St. John, at Denmark's request, 
voted on the subject of cession to the 
United States, 
which 
was 
carried, 
1,244 
to 22. 
Denmark 
ratified the 
treaty of sale to the United States, but 
the American senate buried the plan. 
This sale did not include the largest 
island, St. Croix. 


The Danish islands are practically 
self governing. 
They are divided into 
two districts, 
each 
of which has a 
council, three-fourths of the members 
being elected. " 


The king of Denmark appoints a 
governor-general, in whom the execu- 
tive power is vested. 


The revenue is derived from cus- 
toms, but as trade has declined in re- 
cent years, the government operates 
under a deficit, which Denmark makes 
up.

"Supposed to be open to navigation 
from May to October, but actually free 
of ice for barely three months of that 
time, Archangel could not have been 
the starting point for Russian troops 
which reached Marseilles early in April 
These more 
recent 
arrivals, however, 
probably avoided the long trip overland 
from European Russia 
to 
Manchuria 
and thence through the sea of Japan, 
the Chiivi sen?, tho Indian ooe-in. tlie 
Red sea, the Suez canal and the Medit- 
erranean, a journey of 17,o00 miles. The 
Archangel voyage is simpler, shorter and 
safer. 


"A town of less than 40,000 inhabi- 
tants at the outbreak of the war. Arch- 
angel is Russia's most accessible Eu- 
ropean port of communicaton with her 
allies. 
It has increased enormously in 
importance since the declarations of war 
in Augtjst 1014. 


"Archangel first came in touch with 
the outside world in 1553, when the 
English sailor. Sir 
Richard Chancellor, 
while attempting a northeast passage 
to India, arrived at the bleak haven in 
the sea 
appropriately 
called White. 
Ivan, 
the 
Terrible, 
ssimmoned 
the 
stranger to Moscow, 
700 miles to the 
south, and welcomed 
him to Russia. 
Thirty years later a town was estab- 
lished at this harbor and for the next 
hundred years it 
was the Muscovite 
kingdom's only seaport, the chief door- 
way of trade with England and Hol- 
land. 


"When Peter, the Great, began 
to 
build and beautify his new capital, St. 
Petersburg, he diverted much of Arch- 
angel's trade to the Baltic, but there 
was consolation for the White sea port 
in being designated the capital of the 
province of the same name, a province 


equalling in square miles the aggregate 
areas oi France, Belgium, Holland, l3en- 
mark, England, Scotland and Wales, but 
with less than half a million population. 
Of all this vast territory the area of 
arable land is leas than 1,200 square 
miles, three-fourths of which is given 
over to pasturage. 
Considerably more 
than half of the province consists of 
extensive tundras, swamps, lakes and 
barren, rocky plains, while a third of 
the land is overgrown with forests, the 
property of the crown. On the tundras, 
which are covered with lichens, reindeer 
find excellent pasturage, wliile the riciiei' 
grazing land supports the splendid Hol- 
magor cattle, a breed 
attributed 
te 
Peter, the Great, who crossed the na- 
tive herds with cattle imported from 
Holland. 
The only vegetable grown in 
this part of the Russian empire are 
turnips and potatoes. 


'"Xke city of Archangel stretches for 
five miles on the right bank of the 
Dvina river, which at this point, nearly 
fifty miles from its mouth, is tw^o mile.s 
wide. 
In recent years the importance 
of the port has been magnified by the 
Duke Alexander, of Württemberg canal, 
which connccts the Dvina witli Petro^, 
grad, 
via the River Neva, and also 
with the va.st basin of the Volga, the 
Mississippi river of Europe. The Dvina 
is itself a considerable waterway, be- 
ing a hundred miles longer than the 
Hudson river, and with its tributary, 
the Sukhona, 
more 
than 
twice the 
length of that famous American water- 
way. Its flow i.s very slow, a.'» the aver- 


age fall per mile is not more than nine 
inches. 


"Archangel gets its name from tha 
Convent of Archangel Michael, at the 
south end of the town. In the principal 
catedral of the city is a wooden cross 
fourteen feet high, carved by Peter, tha 
Great, who, 
it will 
be 
remembered, 
learned the use of the mallet and chisel 
,j 


while working as a shipwright in Hol- 
land after he ascended the throne. 


"A 
famous 
religious 
institution 
reached by way of Archangel is tha 
Solovetzki monastery, one of the larg- 
est and wealthiest in Russia. 
Every 
year from 10,000 to 15,000 pilgrims pasA 
through the port on their way to this 
retreat, situated 166 miles distant, ou 
a small island in the White sea. 
The 
monastery is enclosed by lofty walla 
dating back to the sixteenth century, 
while 
the 
institution itself was es- 
tablislied more than fifty years befor« 
Columbus discovered America."

Domestic animals should be cared for 
constantly during hot weather, to avoid 
heat prostration. 


To help a horse keep cool, dress the 
animal as shown in the picture. A cold 
wet sponge under a shady hat is refresh- 
ing for the workhorse. 
Trousers on the 
forelegs, where the tail 
cannot reach, 
furnish protection from flies. 


Pour water over the horse whenever 
yotx come to a trough. 


When a horse pants, but does not 
per.spire, it lias heat prostration. In this 
case rest the horse in a shady spot and 
pour Avater on its head and legs. If the 
animal falls to the ground, a pint of 
wliisky should be given the animal. 


The horse should not be worked the 
rest of the day, but taken to the near- 
est stable for rest. The horse should be 
fed lightly. 


Keep a pail of water where your dog 
or cat may find it easily. 
Do not play 
long with either, but have the dog or 
cat rest in a shady spot.

Calls It Extraordinary. 


"The scope and eilect of the policj» are 
extraordinary. 
British steamship com- 
panies will not accept cargoes from the 
proscribed firms or persons or transport 
their goods to any port, and steamship 
lines under neutral ownership understand 
that if they accept freight from them 
they are likely to be denied coal a t Brit- 
ish ports and excluded from other privi- 
leges which they have usually enjoyed, 
and may themselves be put upon the 
blacklist. 
Neutral bankers refuse loana 
to those on the list and neutral mer- 
chants 
decline to contract 
for their 
goods, fearing a like proscription. 
It 
appears that British officials regard the 
prohibitions of the blacklist as applic- 
able to domestic commercial transactions 
in foreign countries as well as in Great 
Britain and her dependencies, for Amer- 
icans doing business in foreign countries 
have been put on notice that their deal- 
ings with blacklisted firms are to be re- 
garded as subject to veto by the British 
government.. 
By the same 
principle 
Americans in the United States might be 
made subject to similar punitive action 
if they were found dealing M'ith any of 
their own countrymen whose names had 
thus been listed. 


Harsh and Disastrous. 


"The harsh and even disastrous ef- 
fects of this policy upon the trade of 
the United States and upon the neutral 
rights upon which it will not fail to in- 
sist are obvious. 
Upon the list of those 
proscribed and in effect shut out from 
the general commerce of the world may 
be found American concerns which are 
engaged in large commercial operations 
as importers of foreign products and ma- 
terials and as distributors of American 
products and manufactures to foreign 
countries and which constitute important 
channels through which American trade 
reaches the outside world. 
Their for- 
eign affiliations may have been fostered 
for many years, and when once broken 
cannot easily or promptly be re-estab- 
lished. 
Other concerns may be put upon 
the list at any time and without notice. 


It is understood that additions to the 
proscription may be made 'whenever on 
account of enemy, nationality or enemy 
association of such person.s or bodies of 
persons it appears to his majesty e.v- 
pedient to do so.' Tho possibilities of 
imdeserved injiny to American citizens 
from such measures, arbitrarily 
taken, 
and of serious and incalculable interrup- 
tions of American trade are without lim- 
it. 


Unfair to All Neutrals. 


"It has been stated on behalf of his 
majesty's government that these ineas- 
ures were aimed only at the enemies 
of Great Britain and would be adopted 
and enforced with strict regard to the 
rights of neutrals and with the least 
possible detriment to 
neutral 
trade, 
but it is evident that they are Inevita- 
bly and essentially incpnslstent with 
the rights of the citizens of all the na- 
tions not Involved in war. The gov- 
ernment of the United States begs to 
remind the government of his Britan- 
nic majesty that citizens of the United 
States are entirely within their rights 
in attempting to trade wlbh the peopla 
or the governments of any of the na- 
tions now at war, subject only to well- 
defined International practices and un- 
derstandings which the government of 
the United States ae^ms the govern* 
ment of Great Britain 
to have too 
lightly and too frequently disregarded, 
There are well-known 
rivnedies and 
penalties for breaches of 
blockade, 
where the lilockade is real a;nd in fact 
effectiye, for trade in contraband, for 
every unneutral act by ^ o m s o e v e r at- 
tempted. "^e government of the Unit- 
ed States can npt consent to see these 
remedies and penalties altered or ex- 
tended at the win of a single power or 
group of powers to the Injury of its 
pwn citizens or In derogation of its 
own rights. 
Conspicuous among the 
principles which the civilized nations 
of the world have accepted for the safe- 
guarding of the^ rights of neutrals is 
th« jiist and honorable principle that

United States should acquiesce in such 
methods or applications of punishment 
to its citizens. 


Inconsiatent With Justice. 


"Whatever may be t,aid with regard 
to the legality, in the view of interna- 
tional obligation, of the act Qf parlia- 
ment upon which the practice of the 
blacklist as now employed by his ma- 
jesty's government is understood to be 
based, the government of the United 
States is constrained to regard that 
practice as inconsistent with that true 
justice, sincère amity, and impartial 
fairness which sihould characterize the 
dealings of friendly governments wit/h 
one another. 
The spirtt of reciprocal 
trade between the United States and 
Great Britain, the privilege long ac- 
corded to the nationals of each to come 
and go with their ships and cargoes, 
to use each the other's shipping, and 
be served each by the other's merchants 
is very seriously impaired by arbitrary 
and sweeping practices suoh as this. 
There is no purpose or inclination on 
tihe part of the government of the Unit- 
ed States to shield American citizens 
or business houses in any way from the 
legitimate consequences 
of unneutral 
acts or practices: it is quite willing 
that they should suffer the appropriate 
penalties which international law and 
the usuage of nations have sanctioned; 
but hisBrittannic majesty's government 
can not expect the g-overnment of the 
United States to consent to see its cit- 
izens put upon an ex parte blacklist 
without 
calling the attention of his 
majes|J;y's government, in the gravest 
terms, 
to the many serious conse- 
quences to neutral right and neutral 
relations which such an act must nec- 
essarily Involve. It hopes and believes 
that his majesty's government, in its 
natural absorption in a single pressing 
object of policy, has acted without a 
full realization of the many undesired 
and undesirable 
results 
that 
migtht 
ensue."

Pittsburg, Pa., July 31.—Distribution 
of relief to the dependent families of 
Pennsylvania railroad employes who are 
in the militia 
service» 
of the United 
States began toda}' from tiie fund of 
$100,000 recently appropriated by the 
directors. 
Eacli family is being given 
enough money to provide for its wants, 
the amount an no case being made pub- 
lic. 
Hereafter payment will be made 
every two weeks. 
Three hundred fam- 
ilies are said to be ail'ected. 


The 
first 
installment of the relief 
money will cover the month of July. 
Thereafter the payments will be made 
Bemi-monthly, as in the case of wage.-', 
and in all instances will be placed di- 
rectly in the hands of the wife, mother 
or other beneticiary. 
To insure 
tiie 
proper distribution of the relief money, 
an individual inquiry was made in tho 
case of everyone of the more than SUO 
employes of the Pennsylvania railroad 
who are now at the front. The inquiry 
showed that about 300 of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad men imder arms have 
families or other dependents who will 
require relief. 
The needs of all these 
are beinff met. In addition, the railroad 
is paying the dues of every member of 
the Voluntary Relief association who is 
at the front, thus fully protecting his 
disablement and death benefits in his 
absence. 


Several men, -whose families will re- 
ceive relief, had been on the pay roll 
of the Pennsylvania company less than 
a week when their regiments were or- 
dered to entrain. 
The railroad is mak- 
ing no discrimination, in such cases, be- 
tween any of its employes, but is giv- 
ing relief wherever needed, no matter 
Jiow short the period of employment had 
been, or what the circumstances were in 
connection with the enlistment.

Charles W. McCurran, former super- 
intendent of the Lincoln Park zoo and 
who was the instructor of Cy De Cry, 
the famous trainer and caretaker of that 
zoo at the present time, was in the city 
recently visitinif Herbert S. Maddy and 
Mr. Maddy took him through ilcCulloch 
park. 


To Be Placed Before Park Board. 
So impressed was Mr. McCurran with 
McCulloch park as a zoo park that he 
immediately made the offer to Mr. Mad- 
dy, who will present it to the 
park 
board. 


The company will ask that the park 
board construct the building, costing in 
the neighborhood of ^,000 or $6,000 and 
then the importing- company will make 
Muncie its haadquarters for the United 
States and all the animals brought into 
the country will first be sent to Mimcie 
and trained and tamed.

Tree Is Under Constant Guard 
Ï 


H E tree is at the edge of an orange grove 
on the Woodworth place, and, although it 
Is in close proximity to the house, it Is neces- 
sary to watch it constantly to prevent the cu- 
rious and others from mutilating it. 
In recent 
years the avacado industry has developed con- 
siderably in Southern California and reports of 
large returns from a single tree have inspired 
many to obtain cuttings from the best bearing 
trees for planting in back yards. 


Records made by some well-known trees like 
the Gantor and others have led to false impres- 
sions regarding the producing powers of 
tho 
trees as a whole. 
The avacado is sometimes a 
shy bearer and occasionally misses a season or 
two. By and large, however, it may be con- 
sidered Southern California's most valuable and 
profitable tree. 


The 
first 
trees were planted in this section 
twenty years ago. 
The first seeds are credited 
to Hawaii, although it has been familiar 
to 
Southern Mexico for generations. 
Later 
both 
Hawaiian and Mcxican varieties were planted, 
but only In very limited quantities. 
Florida 
claims to have preceded California in introduc- 
ing the fruit, which within the past few years 
has come to be regarded as a great delicacy. 


S-haped ver>- much 
like the ordinary 
green 
pear and about the same sizes, the avocado is 
both soft and hard skinned. 
It has a 
large 
stone in the center similar to that of a peach. 
The flesh is soft, about the consistency of 
a 
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profusely. 
Last year there were 5400 avacados

"" harvested, nearly 1000 of which were sold to 
larger hotels In the East. 
The comfortable in- 
»-.-•com« brought in by the tree may be understood 
When it Is known that the fruits sell for an av- 
erage of 50 cents each, and, in addition to this 
V i xevenue, there 
a large demand for cuttings 
from the tree. 
Nursery stock from the big pro- 
?'.-fiucer is shipped to all parts of the world where 
climate and soil are suitable fpr growth. 


A record number of fruits were obtained from 
the tre« In 1915. 
Since it has been bearing it 
.-"hMM never brought to ita owner less than 12000 


banana, and frequently is used in sandwiches, 
as peanut butter, or the fruit is served as a 
salad, with pepper and salt (pressing. In Hawaii 
and Mexico it grows wild and abundantly, and 
is eaten freely by the natives. 
Its food value is 
remarkably high, according to government an- 
alysis, and it is very high among fruits for 
digestibility and hygienic qualities.

Strict Quarantine on Fruit 


W 
tlJ'HIN the last few years Southern Call- 
fomlans have given serious consideration 
to growing avacados commercially. They 
are 


favored by the government in this, as there 
is a very strict quarantine on the fruit, cut- 
tings or seeds from Mexico, Hawaii or any 
otJier country, owing to the fear the Mediter- 
ranlan fly pest, which is found in the countries 
named.' Rather than take the risk the United 
States has prohibited absolutely any import:-- 
tions whatsoever, which condition means that 
all of the fi-uit that is to be had in the future 
must be grown in the United States. 


Southern California, Florida, Louisiana, Ari- 
zona and Texas grow the fruit in limited quan- 
tities. The rich returns from individual' trees 
make the prospect of an orchard alluring, but 
80 far only the most experienced growers' have 


been able to make commercial successes. The 
prevailing prices are high, but gradually 
are 
coming down as the production Is being 
in- 
creased. Three years ago in Los Angeles ava- 
cadoes were from ?10 to $12 a dozen. Now only 
the choice ones bring half that amount. It is 
not Infrequent to see them for sale at $1 a 
dozen, although, as In other fruits, the 
best 
ones con>mand high prices—from $3 to |9 
a 
dozen. 


Experts have estimated that should planting 
continue at the present ratio for the next twen- 
ty years and the suijply be increased until the 
fruits bring only 5 cents each, there will still 
be a good profit for the growers. It is claimcd 
by some that there Is no possibility of over- 
supply, as the trees must have time to grow 
and there la a constantlv widening demand for 
the fruit. In tropical countries the fruit. Is said 
to almost take the place of bread as the staff 
of life, and It is believed that this popularity 
among the people generally will be duplicated 
here when the fruit Is within the purse limita- 
tions of the masses.

Envied by Their Neighbors

EANWHILE owners of producing trees are 
the envied of their neighbors. There are 
odd 
instances 
in 
Southern 
California 
where 
trees whose classification has been 
unknown, 
hidden away perhaps in a back yard or other 
out-of-way corner, suddenly have begun bear- 
ing fruit that brings astonishing prices. 
Sin- 
gle trees bringing from $100 to $600 In a sea- 
son are not uncommon. Unusual trees bring 
larger Incomes, but to date, none lias rivaled 
the famous Gantor tree at Whittier which, since 
It lattice covering has been removed, Is ex- 
pected to Increase its annual yield. 


This is a cheerful prospect for the owner of 
the Gantor as there apparently is no age limit 
for bearing.' Trees in Mexico 100 years old are 
still 
healthy 
and bearing 
regularly, 
so 
that 
barring accident, the children's children of Mr. 
Woodworth 
may 
sing 
fervently 
"Woodman, 
Spare That 
Tree." 


New Expressions Are Coined 


to Designate War Nations 


O BE, theoretically, at peace with an- 
other country and yet to make seiz- 
ures of her ships and take actions 
calculated to arouse her anger, is the 


¿ J 
unique position occupied by Italy and 
Germany with respect to each other. 
It has caused the Invention of a new descrip- 
tive phrase. The expression "enemy 
country" 
used to designate those at war with one an- 
other, obviously was not suited to this situa- 
tion, neither could the nations be called "friend- 
ly." Italy took the first step in establishing a 
new designation by terming Germany "a coun- 
try allied with Italy's enemies." The Germans 
have adopted a phrase with a similar meaning 
to express their relations, or lack of relations, 
with Italy. 


Each country has taken action 
at various 
times, which, ordinarily, would lead to a dec- 
laration of war. First, Italy seized the German 
merchantmen In her harbors soon after war 
was declared with Austria-Hungar>-. Soon aft- 
erwards it was thought advisable to prohibit 
the exportation of foodstuffs and raw materials 
to Germany, because It was believed that such 
exportation would assist the Austrlans at least 
indirectly; besides which, it would be giving 
assistance to an enemy country of those na- 
tions with which Italy now is allied in her Hght 
against Austria. 


Measures of reprisal against Austria. Turkey 
and Bulgaria have at various times been un- 
dertaken by the Italian Government and. .in all 
the otflclal decrees pertaining to such matters, 
the designation "the ally of a country at war 
Italy" has been " used.

and they're not exaggerating a bit, ac- 
cording to anyone who ever has seen a 
player trying to negotiate the water haz- 
ard on the Gates 1'arlc links at Indepen- 
dence, Kan. 


One must be a 
wizard to 
play this 


course which has only 
nine 
holes. It 


wouldn't be so strenuous if you had only 
to drive over bunkers and through sand 
traps but when you have an old stream or 
lake in front you're liable to "blow" a 
shot or two and spell good night to your 
medal score. 


Every hole Is a terror. The tee faces 


south and the 
hole stands almost 200 


yards away up a sloping hill, the green 
being prettily framed in a clump of trees. 
Directly in front of the sixth hule driving 
place is a lake. The water is 40 yards 
across and extends 75 yards from its edge 
upstream to the bank a. little to the right 
of the sixth tee. 


The player must drive directly acrosb 


the water ana make his ball carry enough 
stuff that it will not only clear this water 
hazard but climb on up the hill and light 
near enough to the hole to take a three 
or four on the hard pin. 


"Why, 
that's a cinch," the 
average 


golfer may say. "Who couldn't drive over 
40 yards of water?" 


Chances are he can. However, he's 


thinking about that

from the 


moment he walks away from the fifth 
green. If he looks up while making the 
shot he has a "top" and the gutta percha 
will either hop forward a few feet and 
through the mud to the water, or clear 
the first hazard and splash into the deep- 
est part of the lake near the other side. 


Then the golfer will get all "het up" 


while rescuing the .ball and will have to 
go back to the tee and drive over again 
with a stroke penalty Imposed.

His ball will curve 
to the left and find a nice downhill patch 
of rough which can be cleared with a hall 
dozen strokes. And if he slices he finds a 
long gully to the right.
